Baby Beef Club of Adams county 
preparing to enter the Pennsylvania 
State Farm Products show at Harris­ 
burg, January 17 to 21, Russel E. 
Underwood, county farm adrent, stated 
today that the beeves are in a 25 
per cent better condition this year 
than they were last. 
The members of the local beef club 
will compete with the 
clubs from 
Cumberland, Lebanon and Lancaster 
counties. 
Plans for the show 'nave been com­ 
pleted and it is expected that a num­ 
ber of agriculturists from this coun­ 
ty will enter exhibits including ap­ 
ples, corn and other farm products. 
Urge* Display of Eggs 
According to Mr. Underwood, poul- 
trymen of this county have never en­ 
tered eggs in the state show and he 
has been urging chicken fanciers to 
enter their products in the competi­ 
tion. 
While a number of apple growers 
will have individual entries in this 
department of the show, the orchard­ 
men as a whole have not considered 
an exhibit in the inter-county fruit 
show. 
Some of the finest apples 
grown in the county will be display­ 
ed, however, at the show'. 
A special railroad rate for those 
people wishing to attend the show' has 
been arranged w'ith the railroad com­ 
panies arni certificates to be present­ 
ed when the ticket to Harrisburg is 
bought are in the hands of Mr. Un­ 
derwood and can be* gotten from him, 
either by mail or by calling at the 
office. 
Corn To Be Shown 
The com which won prizes at re­ 
cent exhibits held in the county will 
be entered by the raisers and is said to 
lie same of the finest species to have 
been raised in this section in recent 
years. 
Two residents of Adams county arc

C. J. Tyson, of Flora Dale, serving on 
the committee representing the state

At a meeting of representatives of 
29 agricultural organizations in Har­ 
risburg, it w'Qs announced that the 
show will 
occupy 
130,000 
square 
feet of floor space, an increase of 
26,000 over the last exhibition. Grow­ 
ing popularity of the show is seen 
in the demand of many organisations 
for increased space. 
Seven thousand dollars 
will 
be 
awarded in premiums at the 
1927 
show’, this being a substantial 
in­ 
crease over previous shows. 
Among 
the newcomers in exhibits this year 
will be maple syrup and maple prod­ 
ucts. 
Big Apple Exhibit 
It is expected that the apple exhibit 
next year will be the largest in the 
history of the show’. 
The poultry 
exhibits will be expanded, with three 
breed associations holding their state 
meets at the show. 
More than two 
hundred baby beeves, property of the 
club members in the counties near 
Harrisburg, will be rounded up at 
the show', and sold at auction. 
Other 
live stock exhibits include 120 hogs, 
IOO lambs, 30 head of dairy cattle. 
Half of the dairy animals w'ill be club 
members’ calves.

As usual, the leading agricultural 
organizations will hold their annual 
meetings at the time of the farm 
products show. 
The opening meet­ 
ing will be a convocation on Tues­ 
day evening. 
It is planned to in­

Fewer Mortgages En­ 
tered In County- Of­ 
fice, But Business 
Surpassed That 
Of 1925. 


Stroke Fatal To

Although there was a slight de­ 
crease from last year in the number 
of mortgages 
entered 
for 
record, 
business was better this year than in 
1925 in the office of Charles G. Taugh- 
inhaugh, register and recorder, a sur­ 
vey of the records there today dis­ 
closed. 
The number of deeds recorded, the 
number of estates entered and the 
number of accounts passing through 
that office of confirmation were larger 
this year than last. Only in the num­ 
ber of mortgages recorded was there 
a decrease, and th at only slight, the 
total in 1925 having been 179 as com­ 
pared with 174 this year. 
The number of deeds recorded in Ad­ 
ams county last year, 1371, was the 
largest on record, due, it is said, to 
the state law which adjudges illegal 
all such writs as are not recorded, 
but this year’s number of recorded 
deeds is 1397, an increase of 26. 
A jump of 46 in the number of 
estates of the dead which were record­ 
ed in Mr. Taughinbaugh’s office this 
year is shown by the records. 
In the 
estates are included wills and letters 
of administration. 
In 1925, the num­ 
ber of estates w’as 136, as compared 
with 179 this year.
